If the claim has been passed upoh and decided by tl^e department,, bureau, or officer, the state- 
ment shall succinctly state the reasons au4 ppneipfes upon which hUiA d^ision was baaed.

It is deeibed al^ that you transmit to me, itpo» a seiwate sh^t, a list containing the aidSl|B and 
addresses of officers and other psraons who can probably testify bh behalf of Lhe Government, stating, as to 
each of tiiem, his officml position, if any., his direct cttrmection witlr the matters in litigation, and the period 
thereof, together Witt* R brief summary of those matters concerning which he can testlf.^, . 

A rule of the court requires that the Government's answer must be lilwl withiii iO days after the tiling 
t>f tiie petition. It is essential, therefoi-e, that of lca*t a prel-minui-y ?-t io Uiuii-o-ll be retuiited to the 

Department of Jwtice within 20 days aftei- the petitipn.has been filed, so that siifficient time may be allowed 
to prepare and ftld whatever pleading may be deemed appropriate.
